work at these terms, and who is wit- 
nessing a verbal contract between the 
judge and the road worker outside of 
the law.

the amount of a fee, any contract or 
alleged contract for a less sum is un- 
enforceable, and the plaintiff may re- 
cover for Ihe full legal amounl.

The Bingham minority plank went 


down to defeat on a convention vole, 
472 to 681. 


The Garfield majority plank was

CHICAGO.—For the licklish job as 


chairman of the resolutions commit- 
ee which charted the party's 1932 
course on prohibition, "the greatest 
ssue since slavery," the Republican 
National Convention chose one of the 
colorful veterans in the G. O. P. ranks. 


He is James R. Garfield of Clevc- 


and. 


Al 67, he plays a fasl game of len- 


lis and insists "I'm nol yel old enough 
o take up glof." 
He has had a personal acquainlance 


wilh every president since Grant. 


Ho .-aw his father, President James 


A. Garfield, shot down by the assas- 
sin Guiekau in (he railroad station at 
Wudiinglon. 


He was Theodore Roosevelt's life- 


long friend and -served in his .cabinet 
as secretary of interior from 1907 to 
1909. 


He bolted the Republican party .with 


Roosevelt in 1912 and ran for governor 
of Ohio on the "Bull Moose" lickel. 


He returned to the 
party 
when 


Hughes ran for president in 1916 and 
since, as an attorney in Cleveland, 
has been high in the councils of the 
G. O. P. 


Anli-Piohihitionist 


"What difference does ii, make how 


I stand personally on the prohibition 
question?" smiles Ihis amiable, gray- 
haired veteran of every Republican 
convention since 1896 whom President 
Hoover selected as chief carpenter to 
nail the planks in the 1932 G. O. P. 
platform. 


"Whatever views 1 expressed' now 


might be misconstrued as representing 
those of the committee." 


But Garfield s views are well known 


to his friends. They say hz has never 
been a strong advocate of prohbiition, 
but that he has observed it, as a mat- 
ter of principle, since it became a 
law of the land. 


Saw Tragedy Twice 


The life of the 20th president's son 


has twice been darkened by tragedy. 
He not only saw his own father shol 
down by an assassin, bul—many years 
later—he witnessed the death of his 
wife. The latler occurred 
in 1930, 


when Mrs. Garfield was killed in an 
automobile accident near Portsmouth, 
N. H. They were reluming from a 
visil to relatives when a tire blew 
out and their car struck a telephone 
pole. 


As a boy, 15 years old, young Gar- 


field saw his father inaugurated on 
March 4, 1881—a fateful 
Friday, 
as 


events proved. For four months he 
lived in the White House. On July 2 
and his father starled for Williams 
College, in Massachusetts. At the old 
Ballimore & Potomac Railway depot 
in Washington Charles J. Guiteau, a 
disappointed and mentally unbalanced 
office seeker, rushed up and' shol the 
president 


President Garfield died after linger- 


ing 80 days. Guileau was hanged at 
Iho Washinglon jail for the crime. 


Garfield's acquaintances wilh pres- 


idents began when he was 7 years old 
when his father look him lo a While 
House reception given by 
President 


Grant. He has known every execu- 
tive since thai time—Hayes, Arthur, 
Cleveland, Harrison, McKinley, Roose- 
velt, Tafl, Wilson, Harding, Coolidge 
and Hoover—bul his closesl friend was 
Roosevelt. 


The lalter gave Garfield a number 


of important appointive jobs and fi- 
nally made him a member of his cab- 
inet. 


Tennis Cabinet 


Garfield was a member of Roose- 


velt's "tennis cabinet" which played 
on the White House courts each morn- 
ing just as President Hoovnr and his 
friends exercise with the medicine 
ball today. One of his prized pos- 
sessions is a "Cerlificale of Member- 
ship in Ihe Tennis Cabinet," signed 
by Roosevelt. 


In 1912. Garfield followed Roosevelt 


out of Ihc Republican party and ran 
for Governor of Ohio on the "Bull 
Moose" ticket. 


"I made the grcatcsl race* the great- 


est campaign in (he history of the 
stale—and got the fewest votes on 
record," he laughs now. 


The "Bull Moose" parly broke up, 


Garfield saiu, because it finally "got 
everything it wanted" from Ihe regu- 
lar Republican and Democratic par- 
ties. He rejoined the Republican par- 
ty under Hughes. 


Garfield still lives at the family es- 


tate near Cleveland, where he was 
born on October 17. 1865. His father, 
a Civil War general, had pioneered 
into Ihe Ohio wilderness in 1830. The 
laller was rescended from an English 
Puritan line that had settled in New 
England in 1630. 


Garfield has a tennis court al his 


estate and plays an active game, de- 
spite his age. Though 67. his appear- 
ance is that of a man of 50.

takftn IjMi'Itt aotivltitt Including all 
of the bqtter farm practice* suitable 
to this section. Thwteh tht help of 
Ihe Extension specialists, the agents 
havtt been able to bHiBg to their farm- 
ers the most up to date information 
available In regard to their Individual 
need's. 
, 


One Instance of how tamers bene- 


fit financially from theif Cooperative 
work with county agents was shown 
Inst spring at Waldron, Scott county. 
When the Irish potato crop wag ready 
to harvest the regular cash buyers 
were offering 50 cents per 100 pounds 
lot U. S. No. 1 potatoes loaded on the 
cars. B. S. Hinkle, who has been 
County Agent in Scott cpunty for the 
last 10 years, was in touch with the 
marke and kne wthat this price was 
not enough. Ho advised the farmers 
to sell co-operatively and was able to 
get an average return-to tha grower 
of 94 cents per 100 pounds for eight 
cars of potatoes* states J. L. Wright, 
District Agent, University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture Extension Ser- 
vice. This meant a ne't difference of 
$105 per car or $840 difference for the 
entire crop. Had there been neither 
n county ngent in the county nor any 
organized marketing group, each far- 
mer would have sqld his potatoes to 
the buyer for whatever was offered. 


In dispensing this information and 


serving the individual farmer, 8,320 
farms were visited and 31,768 farmers 
called at the offices of the agents tor 
information. This group 
represents 


more than half of the farmers in the 
15 counties concerned. The agents an- 
swered 12,376 telephone calls, wrote 
11,973 individual letters, and distrib- 
uted 31,552 agricultural bulletins giv- 
ing information on subjects the in- 
dividual farmer in these 15 counties 
of Southwest Arkansas wanted dis- 
cussed1. 


The services of the agent did not 


stop with the individual farmer but 
the larger portion of his work was 
carried on with groups of interested 
farmers at meetings. In working with 
these groups, 1,782 method demonstra- 
tion meetings were held with 35,532 
farmers in attendance. These meet- 
ings were held for the purpose of 
bringing to the attention of the farm- 
er new practices from outside the 
county and also to let the-farmer ac- 
quaint his neighbors with improved 
practices that have been found help- 
ful in his own farm operations. Be- 
sides 
these 
method demonstration 


meetings with farmers, 456 miscellan- 
eous meetings were held with 38,181 
farmers attending. 


As there are only about 40,000 farm, 


ers in these 15 counties of Southwest 
Arkansas, it seems reasonable to be- 
lieve that 'more than 75 per cent of 
the ^farmers swere reached, by some 
phase of adult Agricultural Extension 
work in 1931. This indicates that the 
farmer is Interested; in the services 
that he is receiving from Extension

This increase in Current debts amounts to $21,774.62 of which $9,991.06 was prior to May 1931 and $11,783.56 


represents the increase from May 1, 1931 to March 31, 1932. 
During this period, your operations have been more and more dependent upon borrowed money. Last 


year when the Sheriff made settlement, you lacked $18,000.00 of being able to pay off your bank loans. For the 
21 months covered by, this report your operating losses amounted to $22,338.27, or more than a thousand dollars 
per month You see your receipts lack about one thous and dollars per month of meeting your operating ex- 
ptnses and provide no margin for the purchase of permanent property or improvements. 
. Should we not consider the $11.500.00 due the Water and Light Plant at March 31, 1932 on outstanding 


Warrants, since June 30, 1930 there has been an increase in your current deceit of $10 274.82. Stated another 
way. after the Water and Light Plant has made the yearly payments on the fire truck and contributed $11,500.00 
in cash, you have gone $10,274.82 further in debt. 
In the past the Water and Light Plant has contributed heavily toward the expenses of the City. From 


January 1, 1927 to June 30, 1930 these contributions amounted to $87,208.75 as shown by our last audit, faince 
that time.'they have paid the following for the City, which makes a total of $103,507.50:

Further increases in borrowings are probably limited, so about the 
only source from which to obtain the funds will be the Water and Light Plant— provided it can produce sufficient 
funds to pay its expenses and maintain adequate aervice facilities and also make these contributions to the City.
